MONUMENTS ARE DESPOILED. 


Agents of Foreign Dealers Said to Be 
Desecrating Objects, 


[BY.CABLE TO THD curcaco TRIBUND.) 

PARIS, Sept. 24.—There is a general alarm 
among entiquarian France because of the 
search for prehistoric remaing in the de- 
partment of the Dordogne, which is the rich- 
.est in France. Such curiosities have become 
shamefully commercialized. Those: chiefly 
in the search are' Swiss, who are operating 
in interest of German collectors or mu- 
seums. 

It was‘in this region. that was. found less 
than a year ago the now famous skeleton 
of the earliest prigitive man,’ the epooh of 
whose ‘uterest is.placed by archeologists 
200 centuries before Christ. In Brittany, 
moreover, agents of dealers in antiquities 
from Fribourg are despoiling great stone 
monuments formerly believed to belong to 
the age of druids, ad also many. deposits 
of prehistoric arms, potteries, and graven 
stones. 

This vandalism has assumed such propor- 
tions that the prefect of Finisterre has aé- 
Greased a circular to all mayors of. hie de- 
partment warfiing them not to permit fur- 
ther depredations of this kind on the public 
domain, As to those which are committed 
on private lands the mayors cannot interfere, 
but must content themsé@ives with merely 
giving counsel = .

VOLUNTARY SERVICE IN ENGLAND. 

English newspapers chronicle what ‘they 
term “a singular incident” in connection 
‘with the appointment of justices of the 
peace at Tunstall. One gentleman so ap- 
pointed declined to accept. office,’ In ex- 
planation, he said: “I am-a Liberal, and 
have worked hard, but 1 work in politics 
for the love of it, and-I do not want any- 
thing savoring of political reward. Again, 
I ‘do not believe in ‘amateur justices, I 
haye a very .strong opinion that ma gis- 
tertal duties ought to be performed by a 
trained stipendiary.” 

This last- sentiment, expressed as it is 
simultaneously with the appearance of 
Lord Esher’s paper, “The Voluntary Prin- 
ciple,” in the National Review, empha- 
sizes a feeling whose growth has been 
taking itself felt for some time in Eng- 
laud. Whilé Lord Esher does not take a 
pessimistic view of the matter, he feels 
that the yolwvatary principle, which has 
done so much to make the British empire, 
has reached its highest point iand begun 
fo recede. Parliament, the magistracy,

duke of Orleans; from his brothers and sis- 
ters, and from his royal relatives in the vari- 
ous, capitals Europe. 

These papers, containing all sorts of family 
secrets and confidences, which the princes of 
“his house justy believed should have been 
kept in the family, were turned over to this 
committee of executors, to be gone through 
for examination, with directions to destroy 
those unworthy of being retained, and to 
provide for the preservation and eventual 
publication of the others... The executors in 
question consisted entirely of the duke’s fal- 
low members of the. institute, of whom five 
have died, the four remaining consisting of 
Picot, Dareste, Limbourg, and Laugel. 

The work of sorting the letters ana of de- 
stroying those unworthy of preservation has 

now been. completed and the-executors have 
turned over the remaining correspondence to 
the institute of France, which has 
the trust. While the executors are te have 
free access to the documents for purposes of 
study, there ip to be no publication thereof 
before twenty years have elapsed. 

By that time the remaining four executors, 
men already advanced in years, will be dead 
ané the duty of determining what is to be 
published and what is to be withheld js Hable 
to fall into the hands of men who never knew 
the late Duc @’Aumdaie, who are utterly igno- 
rant therefore of his views and entitety out 
or. aged and ‘sympathy with his relatives.

@istance from our hotel we saw looming before us~an 
mmense structure with twin spires which proved to be 
the “Resurrection Gate,” giving entrance to a walled 
section of the city, the “ Kital Gorod,” witch contains 
shops—notably among these a great bazaar similar to 
the one we saw in St. Petersburg—the Gostimny Dvor— 
a great market where the poor people trade, the his- 
torical museum, the famous Vassili Blagenia cathedral, 
and many monuments and residences. 

The Romanoff ‘house, where Michael Romanoff (the 
first czar of the Romanoff dynasty) was born, {s situ- 
ated in this Kital Gored. This oid mansion is not @x- 
actly as it was originally, as it was sacked by the 
French in 1812, which made many repairs necessary, 
but it is the typical nobleman’s house of the sixteenth 

century-——-wine cellars in the basement; kitchens on the 
firat .foor, reception rooms and library on the second 
floor, and bedrooms at on ss 


* Iberian Mother’ 2 Most Sacred Ikon. 

Just inside the Resurrection gate is a tiny chapel 
where réposes the most sacred ikon in Russia. It is a 
picture of the Virgin and is called the “ Iberian Moth- 
er.” When the emperor comes te Moscow he must stop 
and pray before this ikon before proceeding to the Krem- 
lin. Pilgrims come thousands of miles to pray before 
it. A strange custom connected with this ikon is that 
when a devotee wishes to pray to it and can not come 
to the chapel the ikon is taken te him in a carriage 
set aside for this purpose 

The cathedral before mentioned as being situated in 
this walled part of the city is just outside the Krem- 
lin wall near the Sacred Gate (Spaski Vorota)). Vassaili 
cathedral is perhaps the most curious church in Rus- 
sia from an architectural standpoint. It was built 
by @ famous architect during the reign of Ivan the 


Terrible. iIvan's injunction to the architect was to. 


build @ cathedral the tke’ of which had never been 
conceived.

There isa large square extending from just inside of 
the Resurrection gate of the Kitai Gorod, back to and 
including the site of the Vassili cathedral. The Spaski 
gate of the Kremlin opens off from this square. 

On the right side of the square stands the Historical 
museum, on the left Kagan cathedral, the chapel of the 
“Therian Mother’ ikon, and the Great Bazaar. The 
Vassili cathedral forms the farther end of the square. 
This square is the famed “Red square” (Palace Kras- 
naiai), so designated on account of the many bioody 
deeds perpetrated there tai ago. 


Thon Credited Ww ith "Many Miracles. 

The Spaski gate of the a Posh is viewed with 
great reverence, owing to the presence of an ikon 
of Christ, which hangs over the entrance. This ikon 
is credited with having worked many miracles, . Tra- 
dition hag it that when Russia was under the Tarter 
yoke some Tartar soldiers tried to tear it down, but 
that every time the attempt was made the ladders 
holding the despoilers broke under their weight. Na- 
poleon’s soldiers are credited with having attempted 
to shoot ft down, but their guns burst into atoms 
when the explosion oceurred, and the ikon was not 
injured. Be that as it may, at any rate no one is 
expected to pass through this gate without reverently 
removing his hat and remaining bareheaded until he 
emerges into the Czar’s square on the other side. « 

On passing through this gate and emerging into the 
great, open square beyond, the full beauty and giory 
of the Kremlin was spread before us in all its splen- 
dor. We stood enthralled, gazing at the famous old 
citadel of Russia, with its gleaming white buildings 
with their shimmering golden domes and glistening 
crosses, a veritable city, in itself with its beautiful 
palace, its bell tower, quaint churches, ‘tribunal, 
arsenal and convents. 

To the right stands the beautiful Vosnesenski De- 
vitchi or Ascension convent, which was founded by 
the Czarina Eudogia, the wife of the great Dmitri 
Denskol, who won the first great victory over the 
Tartare on the banks of the Den. He ts credited with 
having liberated Russia from the Tartar yoke, al- 


though there were many more encounters with them 


before they were finally and forever subdued. This 
convent was partiy burned, and has been restored 
and is now ene of the handsemest belldings In the 
Kremlin. The dome is @laborate and is ornamented 
with a gilded cross from which chains extend down 

to the dome. This style is eminently Russian. - Up te 
oe founding of St. Petersburg ali the Russian esar- 
fnas were buried in this convent.

As to the westward movement of this population 
center of the country in the 110 years since the frst 
center point was marked, the total is 620 miles from 
that first established point twenty-three miles east of 
Baltimore.

T probably will surprise the majority of 
people to learn that of the 12,000 children 
dn schools for the deaf of the United 
States today fully one-third of this num- 
ber are taught wholly by speech, without 
recourse t any form of manual instruc- 
tion. |

yond all dispute. The whole tendency of such a jife 
is to draw the deaf back into norma] currents. 

In Chicago one of our largest graded schools, the 
Normal Practice school, has no less than eight classes 
of deaf children, numbering about eighty pupils alto- 
gether, each class, of course, being under charge of 
especially trained teachers, and in rooms set aside for 
their exclusive use. A person on first entering one of 
these classrooms would hardly be able to tell, from 
the sound of eager childish voices, that he was in the 
presence of totally deaf children. Only when he noted 
the intense attention with which they watched the 
lips of their teacher while she spoke would he be 
aware of anything unusual in the method of their in- 
struction. The teacher at all times addresses the 
children just as if they could hear, and no other form 
of communication than spoken language is ever em- 
ployed. 

* 


Practice Renders Speech Natural. 
This is necessary in order so to develop the brains 
of the children that they shall think and express them- 
selves in spoken language as naturally and wuncon- 


quently if the deaf child is allowed to depend upon 
written forms to any extent whatever he will not so 
readily acquire the fixed habits of watching the lps 
and of concentrated attention that are necessary to 
catch the meaning of the spoken form. 
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being shown how by the teacher.

The power to distinguish differences of vibration by 
touch is an important thing, for it is the deaf child's 
first and chief guide in modifying his own voice later— 
in raising it if it is too deep, or lowering it if i is 
too shrill. Wxercisés bearing upon this are conducted 
with musica] instruments. such as the guitar and piano, 
and then applied to the vibrations of the voice as felt 
in the chest, head, and throat. :

Elementary Sounds~Next Step. 

The teacher first strikes a low note and the child, 
watching, feels the: vibration. Then she strikes a high 
note and calls his attention to the difference. As 4 
rule he soon learns to distinguish between high and 
low notes even when his ¢yes are closed. Next he 
has his hand placed upon the teacher's throat while 
she sings high and low notes, alternately, and in time 
he acquires the ability to recognize the difference in

different letters with their 
names, For example, the name 
of the letter “p” is “pee,” 
while the sound of the lette 
is merely a voiceless puff, pro- 
duced by pressing the .lips. to- 
gether, compressing the air in 
the mouth and then allowing 
it to escape with a little ex- 
plosion. Thus, in speaking the 
word “pay.” we do not say 
pee-ay, as would be the case 
if we pronounced the name of 
the letter “pnp.” We simply make tne littie put or 
explosion, as already described, and then begin the 
gound of “a,” which happens in this particular word 
to be the same as the name of the letter itself. The 
“7” is not sounded at all. 

’ The sound of “p” is one of the easiest for the deaf 
child to learn to make and can be clearly illustrated 
by the teacher. 

In this connection she may place a feather on her 
hand to be blown off by the expulsion of breath, or a 
lighted candle is held near the mouth and the child's 
attention called to the flickering of the fame when the 
breath is forced out. He is usually eager to imitate 
these things and in doing so quickly learns to make 
the correct sound. ‘The same little devices are also 
uged to illustrate the difference between the sounds of 
“5” and “Dd.” The visible motions in making these two 
eounds are exactly alike, the positions of the lips being 
the same both before and after parting them.

Difference Eye Cannot Determine. 

Each of these sounds is also accompanied by an 
expulsion of breath, though it is considerably greater 
in the case of “p.” The great difference, however, 
lies in the fact. that no voice is used in making “ p,” 

. while “b” is vocalized. Of course, this difference 
eduld never be determined by the eye alone The deaf 
child is only made aware of it when he feels the vibra- 
tions accompanying “Db” im his teacher's throat. 

In making the consonant “m*” the Ups are closed, 
and kept so, while a soft sound is made in the throat.
